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ie Genoral Husni’Ze'im told the Iraqi Independence Party delegation™ in 
Damascus that, whereas he had no quarrel with the Regent of Irad, 
thbd«alleTiah, he would help Iraqi’ opposition parties to overthrow the 
prosen’ goverment of Nuri Satid, Zalim also stated that, in view ef the 
recent recognition of the Syrian Government by the Western powers and 

by other arab states, Trag's refusal to accord recognition to Syrda 

no longer mattered to hin. 


2. The delegation methers belioved that Zatin was sincere in his dislike of 
Tur Satid, but that Zatim was mainly concerned with trying to make an 
impression on theit. 

30 Faris Khuri, former Syrian representative to the United Nations, told 

‘the Iraqi delegation privately. that Zatin would not last long in power, 

despite the’wide recognition which he had received abroad, Faris Khuri 
gtated that, aside from the opposition to Za'im by the Ikiwan al-luslimin 
and the intrigues of Jamil Uardaa, various Syrian natdonalist parties 
disliked the Zatim regime, Fawis Khuri claimed that Syrian desire for 
wnion with Iraq was widespread, but not for e union with Treg under the 

Muri satid regins.
